During  the  month  of  March,  1968,  The  American 
University  will  celebrate  the  twentieth  anniversary  of 
what  is  perhaps  the  nation's  oldest  executive  man- 
agement institute  designed  to  prepare  traffic  and  dis- 
tribution managers  for  advancement.  During  these 
twenty  years  almost  a  thousand  men  and  women 
from  traffic  and  transportation  organizations  have 
participated  as  enrollees  in  this  institute.  Many  of 
them  have  risen  to  high  positions  as  general  traffic 
managers  and  some  are  vice  presidents  of  transpor- 
tation, traffic  or  distribution.  Enrollees  of  this  insti- 
tute have  come  not  only  from  industrial  traffic  de- 
partments but  also  from  various  carrier  organiza- 
tions, particularly  the  railroads,  and  from  the  trans- 
port agencies  of  the  government. 

Over  the  years  it  has  been  a  very  well  attended 
institute  because  we  have  brought  to  the  program 
outstanding  men  in  industrial  traffic  management  and 
in  more  recent  years,  the  leaders  in  distribution  man- 
agement and  logistics.  The  evolution  of  traffic  man- 
agement into  distribution  management  has  presented 
new  challenges  for  broader  perspective  on  the  part 
of  traffic  management  and  for  the  use  of  new  tools 
of  management.  This  institute  has  attempted  to 
adjust  the  level  and  quality  of  its  program  to  meet 
these  new  demands. 

The  basic  theory  of  The  American  University's 
institute  program  is:  1)  that  future  senior  executives 
largely  come  from  the  middle  and  junior  executive 


levels,  (2)  that  in  modern  complex  business  the  man 
in  junior  management  tends  to  be  a  functional 
specialist,  (3)  that  to  be  prepared  for  advancement 
to  larger  responsibilities,  the  middle  or  junior  man- 
agement person  must  obtain  the  general  picture  of 
his  industry  and  of  the  various  departments  of  his 
firm  so  as  to  integrate  his  activities  in  line  with  the 
purpose  of  his  company,  and  (4)  that  a  familiarity 
with  the  new  tools  of  management  is  essential  in  to- 
day's competitive  market.  Each  student  has  an 
opportunity  to  increase  his  personal  growth  and  de- 
velopment by  expressing  his  views  and  obtaining 
answers  to  his  problems  from  leading  authorities, 
and  by  joining  with  fellow  enrollees  in  brain-storm- 
ing sessions. 

This  year  we  have  added  the  First  International 
Physical  Distribution  Forum,  which  is  co-sponsored 
by  the  National  Council  of  Physical  Distribution 
Management,  Inc.,  and  which  will  coincide  with  the 
Institute,  giving  the  participants  an  unusual  oppor- 
tunity to  examine  the  complex  problems  of  distribu- 
tion in  the  world  markets.  Leaders  in  the  interna- 
tional distribution  area  will  present  and  discuss  major 
current  problems  of  logistics  and  physical  distribu- 
tion in  the  international  markets.  The  International 
Distribution  Forum  is  open  to  separate  registrations 
for  those  executives  who  are  able  to  attend  only 
these  presentations. 

The  Physical  Distribution  Management  Institute 
is  one  of  several  executive  development  transporta- 
tion institutes  at  American  University.  The  Trans- 
portation Institute  Program  has  long  included  other 
institutes  relating  to  air,  rail,  water,  and  motor 
transportation  and  workshop  conferences  on  coord- 
inated transportation.
